Kinross Gold announced that mining and crushing operations at its Maricunga mine 
resumed earlier this month, ahead of the anticipated June restart target. Operations were 
partially suspended on March 25 following an extreme weather event in northern Chile, 
which caused heavy damage to local infrastructure. The ADR plant operated throughout 
the restart effort, producing gold from existing material in the heap leach.
